McCloy strongly supported the conclusion Oswald was the

McCloy aald for a large part of the 0# months of the 
existence of the Comm, this was hla main preoccupation of thought. 

Ho '’Indicated the Comm, concentrated ample time to Its responsibilities: 
Assldously the Comm, followed the evidence. 

McCloy Indicated the shot was a rather easy, simple shot. 
The difficult shot would have been from the grassy knoll. The shot 
did not come from there; It came from the rear. 

The CormlsFlon's conclusions were not rushed but perhaps 
we "rushed to print."* We could have tidied up the Report, made a 
better Index. But typos are matters of form. We were not 
pressured to hasty conclusions. 

Considering the time I would stand by the Report i to do 
over again I would have Insisted on seeing the photographs and 
^-raya of the autopsy — but they are still there; they exist and 
are In the Archives, But the Comm, did have the doctors - this 
was the best evidence, what those men had seen. They did not 
fabricate anything, they knew the pictures were there. It was the 
Comra's own choice that the photos and X-rays wore not viewed; the 

Kennedy family had them, . 

So far as "rush to print" Is concerned, there was not 

outside pressure, . ^ 

McCloy aald ho had not seen or r««d or heard anything 
(any evidence) which would Justify a new Investigation; a reconsider- 
ation, a rehash of the same ground, A good many of the charges are 
utterly Irresponsible, ' 
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
